The  figures  placed 
under  the  notes,  show  which  key  to  raise,  the  numbers  counting  from  the- top  of  the  instrument.  The  player  should  be  in  a  sitting  position,  with 
the  foot  raised  upon  an  ottoman  or  stool,  with  the  instrument  resting  perpendicularly  on  the  left  knee,  with  the  inside  of  the  thumb  of  your  right 
hand,  take  hold  of  the  brass  bar  at  the  back  of  the  instrument,  and  let  the  fingers  come  directly  over  the  keys;  with  the  thiunb  and  three  first 
fingers  of  your  left  hand,  take  hold  the  white  wood  on  the  bottom  of  the  instrument,  and  the  fourth  finger  upon  the  valve  key.
